BILL 

To amend an Act of the Fourth Year of His present 
Majesty, for the Amendment of the Laws respecting 
Charitable Loan Societies in Ireland.

(E K, (i^ 3 & an Act was passed in the fourth year of His Preamble : 
present Majesty’s reign, intituled, “ An Act for the Amend- 4 g. iv. c. S3. 
“ ment of the Laws respecting Charitable Loan Societies in Ireland,” 
whereby certain powers and authorities were given to Treasurers, 

5 Clerks and Officers, of such Societies; and it is expedient to amend the 
said Act in such particulars; H 3 (S if tfimforc (^nactd), by The 
king’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the advice and consent 
of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present 
Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT in Cash and 
lo all cases of the death, resignation or removal of any treasurer, clerk or h^dli^of ** 
officer of any such Society, at any time before or after the passing of ^rea^Jrer &c 
this Act, who shall have been or shall be appointed under the said *"7 So- 
recited Act, all cash and all funds and securities of or belonging to any S*his Su*^ 
such Society ■ respectively, which at the time of such death, resignation 
15 or removal shall have been or shall be in the hands, power, custody or 

possession, or under the control or command of any such treasurer, Pr«iecessor!. 
clerk or officer so dying, resigning or being removed, shall be and 
become vested, and shall be deemed to have actually vested, for the use 
of such Society, in the person or persons who shall have been or shall 
20 be placed in the room or appointed to the office of such treasurer, 
clerk or other officer; and that any and every treasurer, clerk or other 
officer of any such Societj-, from time to time for the time being, shall 
have the same powers of suing for and recovering all and every sum and 
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suras of money, and of enforcing all and every security or securities, 
which were due or owing, or which were given to his predecessor, or to 
any person having previously held such office, os under the said recited 
Act could be exercised or executed by the treasurer, clerk or officer 
resigning, dying or being removed, or to whom such money was due or 5 
owing, or such securities were given. 

And be it further Enacted, That ever^i treasurer, clerk or officer of 
any such Society, to whom any power of suing for or recovering any 
sum or sums of money for the use of any such Society, is given by the 
said recited Act or this Act, shall and may and he is hereby authorized j 0 
empowered and required to cause all and every such sum or sums of 
money so recovered, to be levied and paid in like manner as any other 
sum of money recovered by any person or persons may be levied and 
paid according to law.
